1 . SUMMARY - CONGRESS SPEAKERS OB OBLAST, REPUBLIC AND NATIONAL 
LEVEL AT THE FEBRUARY 28 SESSION OF CONGRESS, CHAIRED BY SHCHERBIT 
SKIY, INCLUDED: F.A. TABEYEV, FIRST SECRETARY, TATAR OBKOM; V.I. 
KONOTOP, FIRST SECRETARY, MOSCOW OBKOM; T.N. KHRENNIKOV, FIRST 
SECRETARY OF GOVERNING BOARD, USSR UNION OF COMPOSERS; K.S. 
DEMIRCHYAN, FIRST SECRETARY, ARMENIAN CP; A.V. KOVALENKO, 

FIRST SECRETARY, ORENBURG OBKOM; P.P. GRISHKYAVICHUS, FIRST 
SECRETARY, LITHUANIAN CP; A.F. VATCHENKO, FIRST SECRETARY,

2. THE FEBRUARY 28 SPEECHES GENERALLY FOLLOWED THE THEMES WE 
HAVE EARLIER NOTED (REFTEL AND PREVIOUS). A FEW SPEAKERS IN 
THIS BATCH PRAISED CENTRAL ECONOMIC ORGANS, ALTHOUGH THE 
MAIORITY OF SPEAKERS WAS CRITICAL OF THEM. BREZHNEV CONTINUED 
TO BE LAUDED, ALTHOUGH SEVERAL SPEAKERS MENTIONED COLLECTIVE 
LEADERSHIP APPROVINGLY. DISSIDENTS WERE LAMBASTED BY COM- 
POSERS' UNION HEAD KHRENNIKOV. OUR READERSHIP IS INVITED TO 
JOIN US IN A SIGH OF RELIEF THAT THIS GROUP OF PRESENTA- 
TIONS MARKS THE END OF THE "DEBATE" ON BREZHNEV'S CC REPORT. 

YET TO COME: KOSYGIN S ECONOMIC REPORT, "DEBATE'THEREON, AND 
'ELECTION" OF THE NEW CENTRAL COMMITTEE, POLITBURO AND 
SECRETARIAT. 

3. F.A. TABEYEV, FIRST SECRETARY OF TATAR OBKOM: UNLIKE MANY 
OTHER SPEAKERS, TABEYEV VOICED ONLY COMPLIMENTS ABOUT THE PER- 
FORMANCE OF THE CENTRAL ECONOMIC AND CONSTRUCTION MINISTRIES. 
MOST OF HIS SPEECH WAS DEVOTED TO THE INDUSTRIALIZATION OF THE 
TATAR OBLAST 1 , AND ESPECIALLY TO THE COMPLETION OF THE 

GREAT KAMA AUTOMOBILE COMPLEX AT NAB F.R F.ZHNYYF, CHEL NY, WHERE 
LIMITED PRODUCTION OF HEAVY TRUCKS BEGAN JUST BEFORE THE 
OPENING OF THE 25TH CONGRESS. IT ALSO ALLOWED HIM TO SAY A 
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GOOD WORD ABOUT THE BENEFITS OF INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
COOPERATION IN THE CONTEXT OF DETENTE: THE KAMA PLANT 
DEMONSTRATED THE "POSITIVE RESULTS OF THE CC CPSU’S FOREIGN 
POLICY ACTIVITY" IN RELAXING TENSION AND "IN DEVELOPING 
MUTUALLY ADVANTAGEOUS ECONOMIC COLLABORATION IN THE FRAME- 
WORK OF INTERNATIONAL DIVISION OF LABOR." HE ALSO SPOKE 
GLOWINGLY OF THE OBLAST'S EXPANDING OIL AND PETROCHEMICAL 
INDUSTRY, GENEROUSLY ATTRIBUTING MOST OF THE CREDIT FOR THE

DEVELOPMENTAL SUCCESSES TO GENERAL SECRETARY BREZHNEV. 

4. V.I. KONOTOP, FIRST SECRETARY, MOSCOW OBKOM: THOUGH HIS 
PRAISE OF BREZHNEV WAS NOT LESS THAN THAT BY OTHERS, KONOTOP 
STRESSED THE POSITIVE EFFECTS OF COLLECTIVE LEADERSHIP 
FOLLOWING ITS RESTORATION BY THE OCTOBER 1964 CENTRAL 
COMMITTEE PLENUM. HE ALSO PRAISED THE ROLE OF COLLECTIVE 
DECISIONS AMONG FRATERNAL STATES IN THE ECONOMIC FIELD, CITING 
RESULTS OF COLLABORATION BETWEEN CUBAN AND MOSCOW OBLAST' ENTER- 
PRISES. KONOTOP'S CRITICISM OF CHINA WAS COUCHED IN CON 
VENTIONAL LANGUAGE, SUPPORTED BY REFERENCES TO THE POSITION 
TAKEN ON THIS SUBJECT BY BREZHNEV IN HIS REPORT TO THE CONGRESS. 

5. THE INDUSTRY AND AGRICULTURE OF MOSCOW OBLAST', ACCORDING 
TO KONOTOP, WOULD PERFORM BETTER IF INDUSTRY WERE PROVIDED 
WITH INCENTIVES CONSTANTLY TO UPDATE ITS PRODUCTION PROCESSES; 

IF PLANNING AND FUNDING METHODS OF THE CENTRAL MINISTRIES AND 
PLANNING ORGANS RECOGNIZED THE IMPORTANCE OF MODERNIZING AND 
REEQUIPPING OLD PLANTS AS WELL AS OF BUILDING NEW ONES; AND IF 
GOSPLAN AND THE MINISTRY FOR MACHINE BUILDING FOR ANIMAL HUSBANDRY 
AND FODDER INDUSTRY PROVIDED MODERN EQUIPMENT FOR THE FODDER 
INDUSTRY ( "WHICH THE SOVKHOZES AND KOLKHOZES OF THE OBLAST' 

FOR ALL PRACTICAL PURPOSES DO NOT HAVE AT PRESENT"). THE 
CENTRAL BODIES, HE NOTED, "SHOULD SHOW GREATER PERSISTENCE 
AND DETERMINATION IN SOLVING THESE PRESSING PROBLEMS." 

6. T.N. KHRENNIKOV, FIRST SECRETARY OF THE USSR UNION OF 
COMPOSERS: KHRENNIKOV, WHOSE SPEECH WAS ONE OF TWO CARRIED 
FULLY ON THE FEBRUARY 29 TELEVISION RECAP OF THE FIFTH DAY, 

HEAPED SCORN ON SOVIET DISSIDENTS OF ALL SORTS AND EMPHASIZED 
THE IMPORTANCE OF IDEOLOGICAL STRUGGLE IN A LENGTHY, 

UNREMITTINGLY TOUGH PRESENTATION. "ORGANIZERS OF ANTI-SOVIET 
SLANDER" USE SO-CALLED DISSIDENTS TO DISCREDIT SOVIET SOCIALIST 
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DEMOCRACY, HE CLAIMED. WESTERN PROPAGANDA ATTEMPTS TO CREATE 
THE IMPRESSION THAT THEY ARE A SOCIALLY SIGNIFICANT FORCE IN 
THE USSR, WHILE IN FACT THE DISSIDENTS REPRESENT NO ONE BUT 
THEMSELVES. WHAT THEY SAY AND WRITE IS NOT THE PRODUCT OF 
OUR INTERNAL DEVELOPMENT BUT, SO TO SAY, "AN IMPORTED PRODUCT." 

"THEY EITHER DEMONSTRATE AN EXTREMELY INFANTILE UNDERSTANDING 
OF ELEMENTARY POLITICAL QUESTIONS, OR SERVE AS IMITATORS OF THE 
MOST REACTIONARY IDEOLOGUES OF IMPERIALISM." 

7. IN AN OBVIOUS REFERENCE TO SAKHAROV, KHRENNIKOV SCOFFED AT 
THE "INDEPENDENT VIEWS" OF "A CERTAIN ACADEMICIAN" WHO CALLED 
UPON CAPITALIST GOVERNMENTS TO INCREASE PRESSURE ON SOCIALIST 
COUNTRIES AND TO CURTAIL ECONOMIC TIES WITH THEM. HE ALSO 
CLAIMED THAT WHEN "FIGHTERS FOR THE RIGHTS OF MAN" CROSSED THE 
SOVIET BORDER, LEAVING THE USSR, THEY AS A RULE CAME UNDER THE 
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"GUARDIANSHIP OF SPECIAL SERVICES AND ORGANIZATIONS SPECIALIZING 
IN IDEOLOGICAL AND PSYCHOLOGICAL DIVERSIONS, SUCH AS RADIO 
LIBERTY." 

8. IN WINDING UP THIS PORTION OF HIS SPEECH, KHRENNIKOV SAID 
THE "SOVIET INTELLIGENTSIA, AS ALL SOVIET PEOPLE, REJECT WITH 
CONTEMPT THE PATHETIC PRETENSIONS OF THESE RENEGADES WHO 
ATTEMPT TO THROW MUD UPON THE MORAL AND POLICICAL ATTAINMENTS 
WE HAVE ACHIEVED, THANKS TO THAT WHICH DESERVES PRAISE FROM 
THEALLEGED ZEALOTS OF HUMAN RIGHTS."

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9. ON MATTERS MORE MUSICAL, HE NOTED THAT MUSICAL ARTS PLAY 
AN IMPORTANT ROLE IN TODAY'S "SHARP IDEOLOGICAL STRUGGLE," 
PARTICULARLY IN SETTING THE ART OF SOCIALIST REALISM AGAINST 
THE ELITIST, ABSTRACT, DECADENT ART OF BOURGEOIS SOCIETY AS 
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WELL AS ITS "MASS MUSICAL CULTURE" WHICH CORRUPTS THE ARTISTIC 
TASTE AND THE MORALS OF YOUTH. HE COMMENTED THAT DETENTE 
CREATED FAVORABLE CONDITIONS FOR EXPANDED TIES WITH "ADVANCED 
MUSICIANS OF CAPITALIST COUNTRIES," AND THAT IN PARTICULAR THE 
USSR WAS PLANNING A SERIES OF INTERNATIONAL FESTIVALS OF 
"PROGRESSIVE MUSIC", IN PART BECAUSE MANY WESTERN COMPOSERS 
WITH A "REALISTIC INCLINATION" HAVE NO CHANCE FOR WIDE 
DISSEMINATION OF THEIR WORK IN THE WEST. 

10. K.S. DEMIRCHYAN. FIRST SECRETARY OF THE ARMENIAN CP: 

ABOUT THE ONLY GLITTER IN DEMIRCHYAN’S REPORT ON ARMENIA'S 
ATTAINMENTS WAS HIS ANNOUNCEMENT THAT A NEW ECONOMIC ACTIVITY, 
GOLD MINING, HAD BEGUN THE DAY THAT THE 25TH CONGRESS OPENED. 
OTHERWISE, DEMIRCHYAN WON OUR PRIZE FOR THE MOST IRONIC STATE- 
MENT OF THE DAY WHEN HE REPORTED THAT THE WORKERS OF ARMENIA 
WERE "DEEPLY TOUCHED" BY THE ATTENTION GIVEN THEM BY THE CC 
AND THE SOVIET GOVERNMENT, WHEN, AT THE INITIATIVE OF LEONID 
IL'ICH, (AN ADVERSELY CRITICAL) RESOLUTION WAS ADOPTED "ON 
MEASURES FOR THE FURTHER DEVELOPMENT OF THE ECONOMY OF THE 
ARMENIAN REPUBLIC." 

1 1 . AFTER NOTING THAT WORK WAS UNDERWAY IN ARMENIA TO COMBAT 
PETTY BOURGEOIS PSYCHOLOGY, MONEY-GRUBBING, PREOCCUPATION WITH 
PRIVATE PROPERTY, AND OTHER ATTITUDES ALIEN TO COMMUNIST 
MORALITY, HE AGAIN SCORED HIGH ON OUR IRONY SCALE BY REPORTING 
THAT THE ARMENIAN PEOPLE SENT ENDLESS THANKS TO THEIR ELDER 
BROTHER, THE RUSSIAN PEOPLE, WHO HAD EARNED THE LOVE AND RESPECT 
OF THE ARMENIAN PEOPLE BECAUSE OF THE FORMER'S REVOLTUIONARY 
ENERGY, TALENT, SELFLESSNESS, LOVE OF LABOR, SPIRITUAL 
GENEROSITY AND INTERNATIONALISM. DEMIRCHYAN'S PRAISE OF BREZHNEV 
SEEMED HALF-HEARTED AND WAS NOTEWORTHY PRIMARILY FOR THE FACT 
THAT DEMIRCHYAN PACKED IT ALL INTO ONE, 56- WORD SENTENCE. 

12. A. V. KOVALENKO, FIRST SECRETARY, ORENBURG OB KOM: KOVALENKO 
SEEMED SELF-SATISFIED AS HE DESCRIBED THE ECONOMIC ACHIEVEMENTS 
OF HIS AREA IN THE FIELDS OF NATURAL GAS AND HYDROELECTRIC 
POWER. HE REGISTERED STRONG SUPPORT FOR THE PARTY'S AGRICULTURAL 
POLICY, CITING BREZHNEV PERSONALLY IN THIS REGARD, BUT COM- 
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PLAINED THAT THE USSR MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE FOR SOME REASON 
STOOD ASIDE FROM THE CRITICAL POLICIES OF SPECIALIZATION, CON 
CENTRATION AND COOPERATION IN ANIMAL HUSBANDRY. 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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13. P.P. GRISHKYAVICHUS, FIRST SECRETARY, LITHUANIAN CP: 

IN A GENERALLY UNINSPIRED PRESENTATION, GRISHKYAVICHUS MANAGED 
TO TOUCH ALL BASES IN PRAISING THE CPSU: HE LAUDED BREZHNEV 
PERSONALLY, MENTIONED GENERALLY "THE OTHER MEMBERS'" OF THE 
POLITBURO AND THE CC SECRETARIES, AND ALSO PLUGGED THE 
PRINCIPLE OF COLLECTIVE LEADERSHIP (INFREQUENTLY MENTIONED BY 
OTHERSPEAKERS). JUDGING FROM OUR TRAVEL IN LITHUANIA, HIS 
CHARACTERIZATION OF THE GREAT RUSSIAN PEOPLE - "WHO BY THEIR 
SELFLESS LABOR IN THE NAME OF COMMUNISM, BY THE GENEROSITY OF 
THEIR HEARTS, HAVE GAINED THE LOVE AND RESPECT OF ALL THE 
PEOPLES OF OUR MULTINATIONAL COUNTRY""" - IS SHARED BY FEW 
NATIVE RESIDENTS OF THE REPUBLIC. IN OUTLINING LITHUANIA'S 
ECONOMIC ACHIEVEMENTS, HE NOTED THAT RAILROAD TRANSPORTATION 
HAD BEEN A SERIOUS BOTTLENECK. 

14. A.F. VATCHENKO, FIRST SECRETARY, DNEPROPETROVSK OBKOM: 

IN A BRISK, BUSINESSLIKE SPEECH, VATCHENKO NOTED THE "THOUGHT- 
FUL, REALISTIC" ATMOSPHERE OF THE CCS APPROACH TO COMPLEX 
INTERNATIONAL AND DOMESTIC PROBLEMS. HE WAS IMPLICITLY AND 
EXPLICITLY CRITICAL OF A NUMBER OF CENTRAL ECONOMIC ORGANIZA- 
TIONS: NEW EQUIPMENT AND TECHNOLOGY WAS NEEDED IN METALLURGY: 
HEAVY TRUCKS WERE NEEDED FOR STRIP MINING; SOME 17 PERCENT OF 
ORE MINED UNDERGROUND WAS LOST BECAUSE EXISTING NEW TECHNOLOGY 
WAS SLOW IN REACHING THE MINES. HE SPECIFICALLY CRITICIZED 
GOSPLAN, THE MINISTRY OF FERROUS METALLURGY, THE ACADEMY OF 
SCIENCES, AND THE MINISTRY OF MACHINE BUILDING FOR 
ANIMAL HUSBANDRY AND FODDER PRODUCTION FOR POOR SUPPORT OF 
DNEPROPETROVSK ECONOMIC ENTERPRISES. 

15. F.S. GORYACHEV, FIRST SECRETARY, NOVOSIBIRSK OBKOM: 

AFTER MENTIONING THE "BUSINESSLIKE, CREATIVE ATMOSPHERE" OF 
PARTY WORK, AND BLASTING "THE CHINESE LEADERS" (WHO HAVE FOR 
GOTTEN THE ENORMOUS ASSITANCE RENDERED THEM IN THE PAST BY THE 
USSR), GORYACHEV TURNED TO CRITICISM OF THE MINISTRY OF 
AGRICULTURE AND GOSPLAN. HE SPECIFICALLY PROPOSED THAT THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE, THE MINISTRY OF LAND RECLAMATION AND 
WATER RESOURCES, AND GOSPLAN CONSULT WITH THE OBLAST’ LEADER- 
SHIP REGARDING THE ECONOMIC EXPLOITATION OF 2-3 MILLION 
HECTARES OF LAND IN THE BARABINSKIY STEPPE. LARGE OIL RESERVES 
HAVE BEEN DISCOVERED TO THE NORTH OF THE STEPPE, HE SAID, AND 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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A LARGE INDUSTRIAL COMPLEX PROBABLY WILL BE CREATED IN 
THAT AREA. 

16. M.Z. SHAKIROV, FIRST SECRETARY, BASHKIRSKIY OBKOM: ON 
FOREIGN POLICY, SHAKIROV FELT SURE THE CHINESE COMMUNISTS 
WOULD FIND THE STRENGTH TO THROW OFF MAOISM AND RETURN TO THE 
PATH OF FRIENDSHIP AND COOPERATION WITH THE SOVIET 

UNION. ON DOMESTIC MATTERS HE GAVE RARE PRAISE TO THE 
CENTRAL MINISTRIES. INCLUDING GOSSNAB AND THE MINISTRY OF 
INDUSTRIAL CONSTRUCTION. HE MADE THE RITUAL BOW TO THE 
FRIENDSHIP AND ASSISTANCE OF THE SOVIET PEOPLES, "HEADED BY 
OUR ELDER BROTHERS ", THE GREAT RUSSIAN PEOPLE. 

17. K.B. DONENBAYEVA, KAZAKH TRACTOR DRIVER: MS. 

DONENBAYEVA'S SPEECH WAS NOTEWORTHY FOR THE FULL TELEVISION 
COVERAGE IT RECEIVED (KHRENNIKOV'S PRESENTATION WAS THE ONLY 
OTHER SPEECH OF FEBRUARY 28 SO HONORED) IN THE CONGRESS WARP- 

UP FEBRUARY 29. IN A LIVELY MANNER, SHE PRAISED CANDIDATE POLITBURO 
MEMBER ROMANOV FOR SENDING HER THE "BEAUTIFUL TRACTOR K-701", AND 
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(ADOPTING SHEVARDNADZE S TECHNIQUE OF CRITICIZING WITH ADVANCE 
PRAISE) NOTED THAT MORE WERE NEEDED. SHE CAUGHT THE ATTENTION OF 
HER AUDIENCE BY CRITICIZING THE CONTINUING DIFFERENCES BETWEEN 
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CITY AND VILLAGE. NOTING IN PARTICULAR THAT COMFORTABLE, ATTRACTIVE 
WORK CLOTEHS, BADLY NEEDED IN HER AREA, WERE SEEN ONLY IN MAGAZINES 
OR ON TELEVISION. 

18. YU.N. KHRISTORADNOV. FIRST SECRETARY OF GOR'KIY OBKOM 
(FROM FEBRUARY 27): IN APPROVING BREZHNEV'S POLICY OF PEACE, 
KHRISTORADNOV DEFINED IN UNUSUAL DETAIL ITS VARIOUS 
ELEMENTS: STRUGGLING FOR THE UNITY OF SOCIALIST STATES; 

EXTENDING AID TO VIETNAM; SUPPORTING CUBA; COORDINATING THE 
POLICIES OF SOCIALIST STATES IN ACTIONS TO IMPROVE THE SITUA- 
TION IN EUROPE; SUPPORTING THE PEOPLE OF ANGOLA; AND REBUFFING 
THOSE WHO OPPOSE PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE AND SEEK TO USE CSCE 
TO DISRUPT THE CPSU'S FOREIGN POLICY. 

19. KHRISTORADNOV'S DISCUSSION OF PRACTICAL ISSUES OF SPECIFIC 
CONCERN TO GOR'KIY OBLAST’ INCLUDED A REQUEST THAT CENTRAL 
ORGANS APPROVA A PROIECT FOR RECONSTRUCTING AND ENLARGING THE 
TRANSVOLGA MOTOR PLANT; HE ALSO REPORTED GOOD RESULTS IN THE 
AGRICULTURAL SECTOR FROM THE POLICY OF DEVELOPING MODERN 
SPECIALIZED PRODUCTION ENTERPRISES AND INTRODUCING INDUSTRIAL 
METHODS IN AGRICULTURE. 

20. V.P. LOMAKIN, FIRST SECRETARY OF PRIMORSKIY (MARITIME) 

KRAY (FROM FEBRUARY 27): AS THE REPRESENTATIVE OF THE SITE OF 
THE VLADIVOSTOK SUMMIT, LOMAKIN EMPHASIZED THE SIGNIFICANCE OF 
THIS EVENT, CHARACTERIZING "THE WORKING MEETING OF LEONID 
IL'ICH BREZHNEV WITH US PRESIDENT DZH. FORD" "AS A LARGE NEW 
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STEP IN REALIZING THE LENINIST FOREIGN POLICY COURSE OF THE 
CPSU" AND IN REAFFIRMING THE DETERMINATION OF BOTH COUNTRIES 
TO IMPLEMENT THEIR "MUTUAL OBLIGATION DIRECTED AT PUTTING REAL 

RESTRAINTS ON THE ARMS RACE." THE POLICY OF PEACE, ACCORDING 
TO LOMAKIN, FACES THE OPPOSITION BY THE FORCES OF REACTION AND 
AGGRESSION, BUT THE ONLY OPPONENT OF DETENTE HE SPECIFICALLY 
MENTIONED WAS MAOIST CHINA. 

21. LOMAKIN S REPORT ON THE MARITIME KRAY'S ECONOMIC SITUATION 
NOTED THAT FOUR-FIFTHS OF THE INCREASE IN INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 
DURING THE NINTH PLAN WAS ACHIEVED BY INCREASES IN LABOR PRO- 
DUCTIVITY. THE KRAY FAILED TO MEET THE GOALS SET BY THE 

CPSU'S DIRECTIVE ON THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE FAR EAST AND EAST 
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SIBERIAN ECONOMIC RAYONS AND MUST TAKE SOME OF THE RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR THIS. BUT "TO A SIGNIFICANT DEGREE" THE SHORTFALLS WERE 
CAUSED BY THE SLOW GROWTH OF THE CAPACITY OF THE CONSTRUCTION 
INDUSTRY AND THE FAILURE OF THE CONSTRUCTION MINISTRIES TO 
BUILD PROJECTS WRITTEN INTO THE NINTH FIVE YEAR PLAN. "WE 
CONSIDER THAT THE STRENGTHENING AND DEVELOPMENT OF THE 
MATERIAL-TECHNICAL BASE OF THE CONSTRUCTION INDUSTRY IS A PRO- 
BLEM OF FIRST-RANK IMPORTANCE." TURNING TO THE FISHING
